A system of pensions and re­ 
tirements whereby every trooper 
wHII know that he and his family 
will not be left destitute should 
anything happen l o him. 
Raising th© job of state troop­ 
er to that of a profession with a 
field of advancement so as to 
make it attractive to the kind of 
men desired. 
Hopes for Increase 
Major Adams said that although 
the state police has 
been 
short 
handed for two years, 
he was in­ 
formed before 
coming to G ettys­ 
burg that the state budget fo r the 
next biennium carries with it un ap­ 
propriation for tho force sufficient 
to bring it up to 421 men and offi­ 
cers, its full strength. 
For two 
years, the force has been operat­ 
ing with an average of 300 men 
an* othoffs. he said. 
—

Property

Serve Twto-toid Purpose 
A fter outlining the organization 
of the state poLce force, both n the 
field and in the office at Harrisburg. 
Laying particular emphasis on the 
work of the bureau of investigation 
and identification, Major Adams 
told the two-fold purpose of the 
troopers. 
The major duty of the 
force, he said, was 
the detection 
and 
apprehension 
of 
criminals. 
“But these uniformed and armed 
men serve a second purpose.’’ he 
continued. “They- stand as a sym­ 
bol to potential 
wrongdoers that 
certain arrest w-ill follow it they 
transgress the laws of the com­ 
monwealth.” 
Because of the shorthanded force 
during the last two years, it has 
often been necessary for troopers 
to be taken from sub-stations, such 
as the one here, and mobilized for 
duty where trouble is expected, the 
superintendent 
said, 
adding that 
he hoped th at in

years, w-ith a larger reserve force, 
such 
mobilization 
will 
not

necessary.
